The requirement is still deemed proper and 
made FINAL. 

Applicant's elected species has been determined to be free of the prior art. 
Additionally, the examiner has rejoined claim 20, being drawn only to the method of the 
allowable compound. 

The examiner extended the search within claim 1 to the species BIM-23A387. 
Because the art does not specify the structure for BIM-23A387, claims 2 and 3 are 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a 
nonelected invention/species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on February 26, 2008. 



Claims 12 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities : 

The specification is not in compliance with 37 CFR § 1.58 (a) which states, "The 
specification, including the claims, may contain chemical and mathematical formulae, but 
shall not contain drawings or flow diagrams. The description portion of the specification 
may contain tables, but the same tables may only be included in both the drawings and 
description portion of the specification if the application was filed under 35 U.S.C. 371. 
Claims may contain tables either if necessary to conform to 35 U.S.C. 1 12 or if otherwise 
found to be desirable." 

Specifically, pages 40-52 and 55-60 of the instant disclosure include chemical 
schemes embraced by this rule.
